MICHAELIS’S MESSAGE.

COPENHAGEN, July 19.—On the 
occasion of his acceptance of the 
German Chancellorship, says a 
Vienna dispatch, Dr. Michaelis sent 
a message to Count Czernin, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, de- 
claring that he regarded it as his 
chief and inviolable duty to 
serve the precious inheritance of the 
closest and most loyal confederation. 
It was his firm conviction that Aus- 
tria-Hungarvy and Germany would 
be victorious and that the war would 
secure for the heroic peoples a 
happy and bright future. 

Count Czernin in reply said he 
Saw the most secure guarantee of a 
happy future for the people in inti- 
mate and confident co-operation with 
the leaders of the German policy 
and firm insistence upon the well- 
tried alliance. Austria was ready 
for a glorious peace, but otherwise 
was determined to fight to the last. 
Germany and Austria would, in co- 
operation, force conditions insuring 
an understandable and peaceable 
future.

PETROGRAD RIOTS 
HAVE SUBSIDED. 


SOLDIERS HAVE REPUDIATED 
MAXIMALISTS’ CAUSE. 


Russian Capital Now Normal, 
Troops Being Kept in Readiness 
to Deal with Any Trouble that 
may Arise—Violent Disturbances 
are Reported in Kiev. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
PETROGRAD, July 19.—With the 
repentance of the military elements 
concerned in the recent demonstra- 
tions and their repudiation of the 


cause in which they temporarily en- 
listed, the danger of further dis- 
turbances by the Mamixalists appears 
to be over for the time being. To- 
day the city is normal. As a safe- 
guard the troops were kept in read- 
iness for any trouble that might 
arise. 

During the night several com- 
panies of infantry arrived from the 
front to assist in the preservation 
of order. A detachment of Cos- 
sacks also reached Petrograd. Tele- 
grams have been received by the 
ministers and Council of Deputies 
from various parts of the country 
protesting a lack of sympathy with 
thie Maximalist movement, 
giving assurance of support to the 
soldiers’ peasants’ organiza- 
tions. 

A special congress of delegates 
representing all the councils of 
Russia has been summoned to meet 
at Petrograd July 28 to determine 
the future compositon of the Cab- 
inet and the governmental policy. 
Until then the present ministers have 
been given assurance of support. The 
congress will consist of delegates 
from the local and district councils 
of the Workmen’s and Soldiers’, So- 
cialists, Maximalists and Minimal- 
ists’ organizations and the regimental 
committees. 

Disturbances similar to those in 
Petrograd also took place in Kiev. 
Five thousand Ukranian soldiers 
seized the Kiev arsenal, but accord- 
ing to the latest reports prompt 
measures taken by the general in 
command resulted in the restoration 
of order. 


OBJECT TO FRIDAY 
AS A DRAFT DAY. 


{BY DIRECT DISPATCH. } 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 19.—Telegrams of pro- 
test against holding the military 
draft on Friday were sent to the 
Secretary of War today by Bishop 
Fallows and W. H. Gray of the Un- 
ion League Club.

EUTONS MAKE GAINS 
ALONG A WIDE FRONT. 


Kaiser’s Picked Men Mowed Down by 
French in Fierce Charge. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


HE Associated Press review of 
7 the war dispatches for the past 
twenty-four hours says: 

Having brought up heavy rein- 
forcements all along the line, the 
Germans and Austro-Hungaritans in 
Eastern Galicia have started what 
apparently is a tremendous offensive 
against the Russians. From Brody, 
near the northeastern border of 
Galicia, southward to below Kalusz, 
the operations are in full sway, but 
particulars of the battles are not 
available. 

The latest German official com- 
munication announces that the Ger- 
mans have defeated the Russians 
over a wide front near Zlochoff, 


‘| which lies on the Tarnopol-Lemberg 


railway line, about forty miles dis- 
tant from the capital. 

To the north, in Volhynia, and 
still farther north on various sec- 


tors to the Baltic Sea, especially 
around Smorgon and Dvinsk, heavy 
artillery duels are being fought. 
Near Laitsk the Germans report the 
capture of many Russian prisoners. 
MOWED DOWN IN WEST. 

Apparently the Germans are in- 
tent on breaking the French line 
in the region between Soissons and 
Rheims, having delivered another 
tremendous assault from northeast 
of Craonne to the east of Hurte- 
bise. Into the fray were thrown 
picked troops, who were mown down 
everywhere, and the attack, like 
Others that had preceded it, failed. 
Near St. Quentin the Germans de- 
livered attacks on a front of about 
half a mile. Here they succeeded in 
penetrating French first-line posi- 
tions, only to be expelled by a coun- 
ter-attack. 

There has been no diminution in 
the artillery duels between the Brit- 
ish and the Germatig in Northern 
Belgium, nor in the attacks thé Brit- 
ish have been making against Ger- 
man trenches. Around Monchy le 
Preux these infantry attacks have 
resulted tn the British regaining all 
the ground thev lost to the Germans 
east of Arras July 11. 

British forces operating against the 
Turks have made a twelve-mile ad- 
vance up the Euphrates, while in 
the Caucasus regions the Russians 
have carried out successful raids 
against the Ottomans, 

BERLIN STATEMENT. 
[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.! 

BERLIN (via London) July 19.— 
Heavy artillery fighting continues on 
the northern end of the Russian Ga- 
liclan front, near Dvinsk and Smor- 
gon, the War Office reports. The 
capture of Russians in Volhynia, 
northwest of Lutsk, is also an- 
nounced. 

The capture of French positions 
on a front of a kilometer southwest 
of St. Quentin is announced by the 
War Office. Artillery fighting in 
Flanders continued. 

The supplementary communication 
issued this evening says: 

“In Flanders the artillery battle 
continues. 

“Challenged by the offensive which 
the Russiane have begun on our 
fronts by order of their government 


and in spite of their peace assertions) 


we have launched a counter-attack 
in Eastern Galicia. German troops 
have pierced Ruselan positions east 
of Zlochoff on a wide front.” 
FROM VIENNA.

“South of Kalusz the Russians at- 
tempted to recapture the heights we 
won from them.

“North of the Dneister as far as 
Brody, our successful shock troop 
operations have brought about lively 
artillery firing which especially early 
this morning increased on some sec- 
tors to the greatest violence.

LONDON, July 18.—The official re- 
port tonight reads; 

“Early this morning the enemy

bombardment, to which our artillery 
replied vigorously. His troops suc- 
ceeded in reaching our line only on 
a small portion of the front attacked, 
and those who entered our trenches 
were at once driven out by our coun- 
ter-attack. 

“Later reports show that the raids 
attempted by the enemy last night 
west of Cherisy were pressed with 
great determination and strongly 
supported by artillery. His raiding 
parties were repulsed by our in- 
fantry with rifle and machine-gun 
fire and failed to reach our line at 
any point.”

PETROGRAD, July 19.—Ruesian 
troops have again driven into the 
Galician village of Novica, south of

AMERICAN AND MEXICAN 
SOLDIERS IN A CLASH. 


Several Shots are Fired at Our Patrol from the Other 
_ Side of Rio Grande, and the Attackers are Beaten Off 
with Aid of Reinforcements from the Outpost After a 


Battle Lasting Six Hours. 
ISSION (Tex.) July 19.— 
M American and Mexican sol- 
diers are fighting across the 

Rio Grande at Ojo de Aguas, an 
outpost on. the border eight miles 
west of Mission, according to tele- 
phonic advices here. Every available 
automobile in Mission has been 
pressed into service to transport sol- 
diers to the scene. Troops at Mc- 
Allen and other nearby towns also 
are reported being hurried to Ojo 
de Aguas. 

The advices gave no details, and 
military authorities were reticent. 

Ojo de Aguas is the place where 
asmall detachment of American 
soldiers were ambushed by Mexican 
bandits during border raids about 
two years ago, when several Amer- 
icans were killed. bd 

Fighting started when  sceveral 
shots were fired at the patrol from 
the Mexican side. The outpost at 


Ojo de Aguas, hearing the Americans 
returning the shots, ediately

sent reinforcements. The fighting 
continued six hours. Late today Col.

RUSSIAN SOCIALIST 
ACCUSED AS SPY. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLS AND A. P.] 
PETROGRAD, July 19.—A letter 
from Gen. Bruasiloff’s Chief of Staff 


States that Nikolai Lenine, the Rad- 
ical Socialist leader, is an agent of 
the German General Staff. The evi- 
dence was traced through the con- 
fession of Lieut. Ermolenko that he 
Was sent to the front of the Sixth 
Russian army to make a propaganda 
in favor of early peace with Ger- 
many. 

Lenine’s task was to compromise 
the provisional government in the 
eyes of the people by every possible 
means. Funds were sent through 
the intermediary of an employee of 
the German Legation at Stockholm. 
The alleged chief German agent in 
Russia is Maxeta Koslovsky, to 
whose account it is stated 2,000,000 
rubles are now standing.

OF BOLSHEVIKIS. 


SDAVS POSTPONE REPDACING 
CABINET MINISTERS. 


Government is of Opinion They 
Have Force Enough to Handle 
Situation, but are Taking an 
Easy Course to Avoid Creating 
Sympathy. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PETROGRAD, Tuesday, July 17 
(delayed.)-—— By an agreement be- 
tween the Soldiers’ and Workmen's 
Deputies and the remaining mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, the question of 
replacing the retiring ministers, as 
well as all questions of policy, has 
been held in abeyance pending the 
suppression of the Bolsheviki ele- 
ment, which for thirty-six hours has 
kept the city in a turmeéil. 

Events since noon today serve 
somewhat to clear up the anoma- 
lous situation growing out of the 
apparent reluctance of the govern- 
ment to mobilize its forces to quell 
the turbulent minority and radical) 
elements. The government evidently | 
considered it unwise, for the safety 
of the city, to oppose them with vio- 
lent methods until it is absolutely 
necessary. 


The government adopted the same 
course with respect to the Socialist 
realizing 
that the movement had little sym- 
pathy with a majority of the popu- 
lation, and decided it better not to 
martyrize the Maximalist faction or 
to run the risk of precipitating a 
serious clash with the possibility of 
far-reaching consequences. 

MAY SUPPRESS UPRISING. 

There is little doubt that the gov- 
ernment has enough loyal support 
easily to suppress ani uprising. 
There were already signs tonight 
that pressure will be exerted. The 
Prebyjensky regiment, which is 
known to be faithful to the govern- 
ment, made its appearance on the 


street and, although no clash oc-/|: 


curred, it stood in apparent readi- 
ness to fight if necessary. As it rode 
arimly about the streets there was 
no doubt in the minds of the people 
of its attitude in the event that the 
anti-government demonstration took 
a more serious turn. The regiment 
was cheered by the crowds as it 


It met several groups of marching 
Bolshevikis, but in no case were the 
soldiers molested. The regiment 
showed no disposition to interfere 
with the Bolsheviki as long as their 


activities were no more aggressive. | 


A heavy rainstorm at dusk effec- 
tually prevented a collision which 
might otherwise have occurred. A 
large proportion of sailors and sol- 
diers who came to assist in the dem- 
onstration returned to Kronstadt. 


CABINET SITUATION. 

The Cabinet situation tonight ap- 
peared as follows: Deputies ap- 
proached Premier Lvoff with a prop- 
osition to reform the Cabinet based 


upon the imposition of their own 
policies in the new body. The Pre- 
mier rejected the suggestion, and in 
reply offered to secure the retire- 
ment of the remaining bourgeois 
members and to permit the council 
to assume all responsibility of the 
government. This proposal in turn 
was rejected by the Deputies, and 
after a long conference it was 

to let the matter rest as it was, for 
the present. M. Skobeleff, Minister 
of Labor, spent the day visiting 
labor headquarters and factories 
counselling moderation to the work- 
men. 


CAPTAIN WATCHES 
TORPEDO GO PAST.

“The only change in the plan 
will be that there will be one 
drawing instead of two. 

“The advantage will be great- 
er simplicity. The disadvantage 
will be that the drawing will 
require ten hours to complete.”

Drawing of Numbers in Washington 


There was only one way out -

AIR FIGHTING THE HEAVIEST 
DAST WEEK.

LONDON, July 19.—Summarizing 
the military events of the last week, 
Maj.-Gen. Frederick 3B. Maurice, 
chief director of military operations 
at the War Office, sald today to the 
Associated Press: _ 
“The British front has been note- 
worthy only for the fact that it has 
seen the heaviest air fighting in the 
history of the war, with the lomes 
severest on the German side and the 
tesults generally favorable to the 
British. On land there was only 
minor fighting without material 
change. 
| “On the French front the Ger- 
mans still are carrying on their 
policy of using picked troops for lo- 
cal operations aimed at exhausting 
and harassing the French. The re- 
sult has been nil and the policy is a 
confession that the Germans are 
incapable of attempting a really 
great effort. 

“On the Ruasian front bad 
weather and floods have neceasitated 
the drawing back of some advanced 
posts without important changes.” 

Supplementing his talk on the 


military operations, Gen. Maurice 
remarked: 
“I am told that in the Untfted 


States the ordinary man has got a 
general impression that when any 
really stiff fighting job is to be done 
the Englishman c on the Aus- 
tralian, Canadian or Scotsman to 
take the van. This idea is being 
carefully fostered by the Germans 
with the foolish idea of spreading 
some dissension between the 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
“As a matter of fact the greatest 
part of the fighting since the war 
began hae naturally fallen on Eng- 
lish troops—they are the largest 
part of the army and have borne 
the brunt of the work. The cas- 
ualty liste show that the English 
regiments have fought just as gal- 
lantly and bravely and have lost as 
heavily as any regiment in the im- 
perial army.”

FRAUD IS ALLEGED IN SAN 
FRANCISCO COURT. 


United States Army Officer De- 
clares Consent to Second Cere- 
mony was Obtained Through 
Fraud and Misrepresentation. 
Mixup is Aired in the North. 


(BY DIRECT WIBE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July 19.—Maj. Arthur 
R. Kerwin, United States Army, ob- 
tained an annulment today of his 
second marriage to Mrs. Violet Gir- 
ard Kerwin on the ground that Mrs. 
Kerwin had obtained his consent to 
the second ceremony through fraud 
and misrepresentation. The order of 
annulment was signed by Superior 
Judge Flood after Maj. Kerwin had 
taken the stand and told the story 
of his marital troubles in a recital 
of less than five minutes. There 
were no other witnesses. Mrs. Ker- 
win did not contest the suit. 

The Kerwins were married first 
eighteen years ago and lived togeth- 
er until less than two years ago. 
They have three children. In Oc- 
tober, 1915, Mrs. Kerwin obtained 
an interlocutory decree of divorce, 
which was made final last October. 
Seven months later, while Maj. Ker- 
win was on duty at the Mexican bor- 
der, he received a letter from his 
former wife itn which she sald, ac- 
cording to his testimony, that the 
divorce had been a mistake and that 
she was anxious to remarry him. 

“She said she had found I was the 
only man she had ever loved or re- 
spected, or ever could love,” said the 
major. Following the receipt of this 
letter the major returned to San 
Francisco on a furlough and they 
were remarried May 16 last. 

“But we never lived together,” the 
major continued, “Immediately aft- 
er the marriage she told me she 
never loved me and would never live 
with me. She said that she had 
been engaged to a man named Aubry 
THioward when she wrote to me, but 
that she and Howard had quarreled 
and she had decided, in a fit of 
pique, to remarry me just, to spite 
him.

Administration Bill Makes 
Rapid Progress. 


Senate Approves a Limited 
Government Rule. 


Forecasts Support of Other 
Bi-partisan Proposals.

Making rapid progress under a 
limited debate agreement, the Sen- 
ate approved, 60 to 16, an amend- 
ment drafted at joint conference of 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
to limit governmert control of food, 
feeds and fuel, including kerosene 


and gasoline, and to vest the admin- 
istrative authority in three salaried 
membere instead of a single ind!- 
vidual. 

Although the action was tentative 
and will be subject to reconsidera- 
tion before Saturday's final vote on 
the bill, it is expected by the lead- 
ers to stand and to be accepted by 
ithe House in conference. The vote 
was regarded as forecasting general 
support of other bi-partisan propos- 
als awaiting action. 

Tomorrow the Senate expects to 
dispose of the modified Federa! 
censing section and that fixing a 
minimum price for wheat. A price 
of $2 per bushel at primary mar- 
kets is expected to have the support 
of a large group of Senators. 

Partisan lines were erased in to- 
day's debate and the voting brought 
to a head in sharp clashes the con- 
troversies which have engrossed the 
Senate for a month. The name of 
Herbert Hoover frequently was 
brought into the discussion and al- 
though the Senate voted for a food

TO SAVE THEIR LIVES. 


War-ridden Country Goes to Ex- 
tremes tS Insure Education for 
Every Child as Far as Possible. 
Educator Warns the United 
States. 


. (BY A NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 19.—Schools in 
caves with pupils and teachers 
wearing gas masks, are extremes to 
which war-ridden France has gone 
to insure for every child “that heri- 
tage in which alone is the prophesy 
of an enduring nation,” says an offi- 
cial report to the regents of the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York, by 
John L, Finley, president of the uni- 
versity, and State Commissioner of 
Education, who recently returned 
from France, where he studied the 
effect of the war on the French 
school aystem. 

France has not for one moment 
forgotten her culture defense, said 
President Finley. Women by thou- 
sands have taken the places of men 
teachers called to the front, many 
of whom, incapacitated for battle, 
have returned to teach. 


President Finleysespecially sought 
the advice of France in meeting like 
conditions here. This advice, 
summed up, is, he said: 

“Do not let the needs of the hour, 
however heavily they fall upon the 
men and women of the day, permit 
neglect of the defenses of tomor- 
row. Sacrifice everything to be- 
queath the spirit that has made the 
institutions which we would preserve 
and enlarge in our children.” 

Mr. Finley urged the United 
States to take time to prepare 


against exhaustion of our technical, 


skill and professional equipment. 

Except to make place for physi- 
cal training in her schools, which is 
not yet generally prescribed or en- 
forced, President Finley said there 
is little change in the French cur- 
riculum. France, after an unsuc- 
cessful experiment fifteen years ago, 
withdrew military training from her 
publie schoola. 

While in France, Mr. Finley took 
steps to bring about a closer co-op- 
eration between the universities of 
that country and the United States.

MAJOR-GENERAD PUTS IN HARD 
DAY’S WORK.

Examines Each Set of Quarters 
and Looks Over Every Man in 
Command with Evident Satisfac- 
tion, for He Made but Few 
Criticisms of the Troops.

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP 
IN FRANCE, July 19. — Maj.-Gen. 
William I. Sibert went through his 
entire camp today on the first offi- 
clal inspection tour he has made. 
From early morning until late in the 
afternoon, he made the rounds and 
did not call it a day until he had 
examined each set of quarters and 
inspected virtually every man in his 
command. 


As the entire army is divided in- 
to squade, the majority of which 
are billeted out with the inhabitants 
of the district, the task of inspec- 
tion was a tremendous one and 
could be accomplished only Wy the 
amazing activity of the general, who 
almost ran his staff off their legs 
and set a pace obviously stiff for 
the youngest of the men. The re- 
sult of the inspection was apparent- 
ly satisfactory in the main, for the 
Keneral criticised only seldom and 
everywhere had a good word for the 
results achieved by the troops in 
cleaning up the quarters into which 
they have moved. 

Here and there he found lack of 
clean linens and proper sanitation, 
which he ordered rectified. Occa- 
sionally also, in passing in front of 
the troops lined up for his exam- 
ination, he found time to stop and 
exchange a word and ask questions. 

The inspection trip began punc- 
tually at 7:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. for the genera! ts an early riser, 
and at noon ‘he returned to his head- 
snatch a 
hasty luncheon and start again. Rain 
fell in a steady stream most of the 
time, but that did not interfere with 
the inspection in the slightest. 

Gen. Sibert easily noted that 
many of the soldiers were without 
the regulation bronze button bearing 
the letters U. S., which is worn on 
the collar. Investigation showed 
that some of the men had actually 
lost the tnsignia while others had 
thoughtlessly given their buttons 
away to admirers. Three aides were 
constantly at the general's side, tak- 
ing down suegestions for alterations 
or noting recommendations, while 
the officers of each regiment visited 
followed as closely as the general's 
pace would permit, explaining details 
and arrangements. 

The French residents at various 
points viewed the Inspection curious- 
ly but enthusiastically and occasion- 
ally cheered the general and his 
staff. The day was a partial holl- 
day for the troops, for the inspec- 
tion relieved them of drill for the 
period of its duration. Hardly had 
the general's rear vanished on the 
way to the next inspection point 
when the men were hard at work 
again mastering the technique of 
modern warfare.

ists in different parts of Mexico. 
Even in normal times that country 
seldom raised enough corn and 
wheat to supply the home demands 
and each year large importations of 
these grains had to be made from 
the United States,,and even from 
Argentina. This year the situation 
as to the supply: of foodstuffs is 
worse than ever béfore. While the 
crops in some parts of the country 
were unusually good, there has been 
such a decrease of cultivated acre- 
age, due to revolutionary troubles, 
that the total yields of all kinds of 
crops are far below the averace. 
The masses of people of that 
country are dependent almost whol- 
ly upon corn as their chief sus- 
tenance. The grain is transformed 
into tortillas, which is the universal 
food of the natives. The corn sup- 
ply has been exhausted in some of 
the larger cities for many months. 
Even where the grain is still ob- 
tainable it is either in the hands of 
speculators, who hold it for prices 
far beyond the reach of the poor 
people, or it is stored in government 
warehouses from which it is doled 
out to the people at prices equally 
as exorbitant as those charged by 
the private dealers and speculators. 
AFFECTS FLOUR. 
The embargo against the exporta- 
tion of flour will affect only the 
middle and wealthier classes of 
Mexicans, as the peon element of 
that country eat very little white 
bread. According to advices re- 
ceived here, all of the larger flour 
mills of Mexico stocked up pretty 
well on wheat from the United 
States before the embargo went in- 
to effect. The wheat crop of the 
Saltillo region, in the State of Coa- 
huila, was unusually large thie sea- 
son, but in other parts of the coun- 
try where the grain is grown there 
was a shortage of yield, 
One thing that has contributed to 
the falling off of the corn yield in 
Mexico is the forced abandonment 
of practically all of the American 
agricultural colonies, which were 
scattered all through the corn-grow- 
ing region of the Gulf coast terri- 
tory and extending as far south as 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. Dur- 
ing the period immediately preced- 
ing the revolutionary outbreak these 
coloniste raised enormous quantities 
of corn and other grains, which 
went to augment the supply for the 
masses of the people of the coun- 
try.

SYDNEY. (Australia) June 30.— 
Mice by the million are overrun- 
ning a large part of Australia. They 
are adding mightily to the wartime 
troubles of the farming community 
and officials—particularly the for- 
mer. The havoc they are causing in 
bagged wheat—for Australia has not 
the grain elevator system as yet— 
standing in many rural districts 
awaiting possible shipment to over- 
sea markets is fast becoming a ques- 
tion of grave national import. The 
farmers are faced with huge losses 
and are beginning to ask whether 
the Federal government fully real- 
izes the extent of the plague and if 
so what it intends to do to check 
it. It is said that only those living 
in the infested districts have a com- 
prehension of the boldness, preva- 
lence and destructiveness of the ro- 
dents. 
Some idea of the visitation may be 
gained from the fact that at a small 
place named Sheep Hills in Victoria 
a few weeks ago seven tons of mice 
were killed without any apparent 
diminution in their number. Farm- 
houses swarm with them, and 
hardly anything is safe from their 
depredations. Former plagues of 
the kind are surpassed by this one, 
and hopes that the mice would dis- 
appear suddenly are fading. Should 
their destructiveness continue there 
may be a famine in seed wheat and 
a greatly reduced wheat crop aside 
from the loss already caused in 
stored wheat.

LONDON, June 30.—Many mala- 
dies hitherto uncommon in Bel- 
gium have been caused by the lack 
of food and other distressing condi- 
tions in that country, writes a resi- 
dent of Antwerp to his son here. He 
adds: 

“A celebrated doctor tells me that 
he has many cases of a morbid de- 
pression which was before  in- 
frequent. Apart from the alarming 
increase of tubercular trouble there 
are many cases of scurvy, tumors, 
skin diseases and digestive troubles, 
due chiefly to the unchanging diet 
of bean soups. Mortality has trebled 
and the number of births has de- 
creased by one-half. Medicaments 
are rare and very expensive. 

“Everyone is growing thinner and 
the price of living increases daily. 
Meat costs $1.25 a pound and ham 
about $1.87 a pound. Milk is very 
difficult to obtain. The news of the 
latest British successes has cheered 
us up very much, and, in spite of 
everything, we expect your armies 
here this vear. We are all quite 
confident of the result of the war.”

Contributing Factors.

Lange Says Students Can’t

BERKELEY (Cal.) July 19.— 


the teacher's purview that contribute 
to it was the theme of the fourth 
day’s general session of the Califor-.

“Democracy is safe at home and in 
the world only if national prepared- 
ness Means such things as growing 
surplus of health, cumulative effi- 
clency in public and private bysiness 
of whatever sort, continuous  ad- 
vance in the science and art of act- 
ing together, and the increasingly 
dominant endeavor to make all these 
and all other aspects of national de- 
velopment center and resolve about 
ascending life, single and collec- 
tive, for which science, art, ethics, 
religion furnish guidance and con- 
trolling motive. The supreme func- 
tion of a democracy accordingly is 
that of insuring with increasing cer- 
tainty the greatest preparedness of 
the greatest number with loyalty to 
the common welfare a never absent 
mark.” 

Prof. Lange told of systematic 
observations he had made of the 
seniors and graduate students in his 
classes. He continued: 

“My students can neither think 
nor speak. They have, in general, 
a low degree of power to seize the 
organizing thought of chapter or 
book; reckless thought—aviation 
without steering apparatus and lit- 
tle experience in starting a train of 
thought and conducting it on a 
straight track to some terminus: 
paralyzing embarrassment on being 
left alone with a problem: lack of 
resourcefulness for new uses of old 
knowledge, and great weakness in 
handling the forms of discourse. 
They have acquired a certain tech- 
nique for dealing with a small area 
of facts, but not a reasoned, re- 
sourceful command of mental bust- 
ness method. There is not likely to 
be progress until teachers learn to 
think educationally and from the

a sitting position, indicating the man 
had been decapitated. The find was 
made in an underground communal 
dwelling buried for .centuries.

SLAV CONSPIRATORS 
FOUND IN BERLIN. 


' [BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

COPENHAGEN, July 19.—Berlin 
newspapers received here § report 
that Eugene Azef, who eight years 
ago was the head of the Russian 
fighting Socialists, is among the 
Russian civilians interned in Ber- 
lin. Azef fied from Paris after 
Viadimir Borutzeff, a Russian revolu- 
tionist, had charged him with being 
a police spy, in order to escape the 
vengeance of the revolutionists, and 
became a wanderer, traveling under 
various names. When the war broke 
out Azef was in Germany and was 
interned, according to the report. 
Later he fell sick and was removed 
to a hospital and finally appealed 
to the Russian Prisoners of War 
Committee for assistance. 


Azef at the time the disclosures 
were made against him, was re- 
ported to have played the double 
role of Russian Socialist and spy 
for the Russian secret police for 
eight years. He is said to have fa- 
cilitated the arrest of hundreds of 


revolutionists, disclosed dozens of 


plots against high officials and even 
to have been the organizer of assas- 
sinations. Among the high person- 
ages who Bourtzeff charged met 
death as a result of Azef’s machina- 
tions, were Grand Duke Sergius and 


M. Piehve, Russian Minister of the 


Interior.

WATER TO BE 


TURNED INTO 
AQUEDUCT AGAIN TOMORROW. 


ROVIDED no unforeseen diffi- 
culties arise, water will again 
be turned into the Los Angeles 
aqueduct tomorrow. Two days will be 
required for the flow to reach the 
lower reservoirs, so there is good 
prospect that irrigation work in the 
San Fernando Valley may be _ re- 
sumed early in the coming week. 

The two breaches in the aqueduct 
occurred early on the morning of 
the 15th inst. The peak demand of 
the season for irrigation water in 
the San Fernando Valley was 
reached on the l4th inst. On that 
day the valley used 17,731 miner's 
inches of aqueduct water, or 221,- 
000,000 gallons. From that time on- 


ward the natural tendency of the 
beet crop development would require 


less and less water, so it was re- 
ported yesterday that there is little 
prospect of any extensive damage 
having been done through the few 
days’ period where the irrigation 
water has been shut off. 

In regard to the supply for domes- 
tic purposes, there has at all times 
been a sufficient supply. At the same

IN GRIM BATTLE. 


“TIMES” MAN WHO FACED FIR- 
ING SQUAD PASSES BEYOND. 


George Addison Hughes, Writer 
of a Newspaper Beat that was 
Read "Round the World, Dies 
with a Smile on His Lips—Short 
Life Filled with Stirring Events. 


George Addison Hughes is dead. 
To those who did not know him 
this will mean little; to those who 
did, it will mean much. 

As war correspondent of The 
Times in Mexico during the days 
of the Zapata atrocities, he faced a 
firing squad to bring across the bor- 
der affidavits on rapine and outrages 
below the line that shook diplomatic 
circles to their centers. His story 
of his trip by horse and foot and 
rail, through a bandit-infested coun- 
try to El Paso, reads like a page 
out of old romance. 

But it was. his death warrant, for 
}exposure sowed the seed of disease 
in a frame that was not the strong- 
est at best. However, those who 
knew him will be glad to know that 
he died with a smile on his lips; 
that the old go-get-’em spirit sur- 
vived to the last, and he faced the 
greatest of all adventures unafraid. 

Of his life there is little to say. 
The son of Mrs. J. J. McDonough 
of No. 2215 Glencoe avenue, Ven- 
ice, originally of Pittsburgh, he be- 
gan pewspaper work in the steel 
town at 18 years of age, and died 
at 28. For a year past he spent 
much of his time tn Arizona. His 
newspaper experience included work 
on Pittsburgh and on many eastern 
papers and in Mexico. But his 
crowning achievement was the se- 
ries of inimitable articles that he 
wrote for The Times on Mexico in 
1914 and 1915. Some of these ar- 
ticles were sent out of that revolu- 
tionary-ridden country through devi- 
ous channels; others he did not 
care to trust to the hit-or-miss com- 
municating systems of Mexico and 
carried to the line himeelf. 

In March, 1915, the International 
Committee, representing the seven- 
teen foreign colonies of Mexico City, 
commissioned The Times to furnish 
the world with an offictal statement 
of conditions in the Zapata-ridden 
zone. Affidavits on conditions were 
}prepared by the International Com- 
mittee, and “Ad” Hughes was dele- 
gated to bring them across the bor- 
der. It was a gamble with death, 
with death holding all the high 
cards, but “Ad” came through. He 
delivered these affidavits, and with 
them a story that was read ‘round 
the world. If vou want to read that 
story look up The Times of April 4, 


1915.

Tamer Grows in Cresial Seam 
of Fireman-Samson. 


Dragging Hose Cart with His: 


Teeth Causes Trouble. 


Coming Operation Likely to 
Have Fatal Result. 


Harry Griffin, the “strong man” of 
the fire department, is in danger of 
losing his life. He was examined 
yesterday by Police Surgeon Gilmer, 
who pronounced the case one of the 
strangest in the history of the Re- 
ceiving Hospital and one of the few 
of its kind on record. _ 

The fireman has a tumor in a 
cranial seam and is slowly losing the 
power of speech. The cause of this 
is said by Chief Surgeon Gilmer to 
have been a severe strain on the 
lower and upper jaws. 

Mr. Griffin's favorite exhibition 
“stunt” has been to pull a heavily- 
loaded hose cart through the streets 
with a rope which he held in his 
teeth. He has appeared several 
times in exhibitions and benefits in 
the city. 

For fourteen years he has worked 
in the fire department, and, during 
that time, has established an en- 
viable record for daring. Because 
of his almost superhuman strength 
he has been attached to engine com- 
panies, as he is the equal of any 
three ordinary men in handling hose. 

He lives at No. 1233 El Moline 
street and has a wife and three chil- 
dren. 

His case is one of extreme danger, 
inasmuch as the mortality in opera- 
tions for such tumors is more than 
80 per cent., according to Dr. Gil- 
mer. 

Mr. Griffith cannot repeat his own 
address and one of the words he 
finds difficult to pronounce is “‘osteo- 
path.” 

According to Dr. Gilmer, the ex- 
treme strain of pulling a hose cart 
through the streets with the teeth 
has caused a seam in the fireman's 
cranium to open, and in the inter- 
stices of the seam a tumor has ap- 
peared. This tumor, according to 
Dr. Gilmer, is pressing upon the 
brain area which controls the tongue 
and other organs of speech.

sation in advertising circles and the busi- 
nees community in general. If the charges 
are true bring out a case of mora) tur- 
pitede and double-dealing hardly paralleled 
in sewepaper history. Indeed the journal- 
fetic calling could not retain any degree of 
self-respect if such practices were common 
im newspaper ofess. It is an appall- 
fee tet of accteations. The Times 
Teally would hate to believe them of any 
man engaged in the generally respectable 
eceupation of publishing a newspaper. Of 
course they will be investigated by the 
courts and by the Audit Bureau of Circula 
tien. Nothing less would do full justice to 
Mr. Bari—eand The Times is strong for do- 
ime fustice to Mr. Earl. Yes, in spite of 
hie Whel suits against The Times and his 
attacks upon this puDiication and 
owners, The Times hopes that Ear! will 
his dues. He probably will, sooner or 


ALIFORNIA’S AUTOCRATS. 

There is a sameness in the history of 
democracies that is fairly bewildering to 
contemplate. It seems at times to be only 
a play rendered by different troupes on 
divers stages. To the teachings of Socra- 
tes has been attributed the successful reign 
of the “Thirty Tyrants” in Athens more 
than 2000 years ago. The rule of “Thirty 
Commissions” has been forced upon the free 
citizens of California. 

Government by law has practically ceased 
to exist in this State; it has been craftily 
supplanted by government by decree. 
Thirty commissions have been set up like 
so many dynasties inside the State. The 
most important of these have received do- 
minion over the industries of the State and 
they have established an oligarchy as aris- 
tecratic and dogmatic as aught that Alci- 
biades and Critias. ever devised. No line 
of profitable business in the State is free 
from their political intrusion. Not only 
has politics become a business, but, Iike the 
rod of Aaron, it hag swallowed every other 
business. 

Three of these dynasties were armed 
with additional powers by the last Legisla- 
ture to prey upon the merchant, the bust 
ness man and the agriculturist. They 
are the Industrial Welfare Commission, the 
Market Commission and the Corporation 
Commission. The Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission has already rendered itself odious 
to independent Industry by issuing an “ex- 
ecutive order” under which it forces al! 
employers of labor in mercantile lines to 


, observe a wage scale formulated by the 


union-labor bosses of San Francisco. The 
merchant who refuses to bend the knee to 
this dynasty will be punished by fine and 
imprisonment. Market Director Weinstock 
is empowered by the new market law to 
dictate to any farmer in the State what he 
shall plant and shal! not plant, and where 
and how the crop shall be marketed. State 
Corporation Commissioner H. L. Carnaban 
has been made the custodian of the books 
and the private papers of every corporation 
in the State and every broker who buys 
and sells corporation securities. He can 
deny to anyone the right to buy stocks 
even for his own account. He is de facto 
and ex officio president and business man- 
ager of every corporation in the State. 

No more unfair law passed the last Leg- 


to the Blue Sky Commissioner.. Mr. Carna- 
han prepared the amendments himself and 
used his office force to lobby them through 
the Legislature. When it became known 
that Gov. Stephens had signed the new 
blue sky act a movement was started 
among brokers and business men in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles to suspend its 
operation by means of a referendary peti- 
tion. But the word promptly went out from 
Sacramento that every broker or corpora- 
tion taking part in such a movement would 
be “remembered.” As-the corporation com- 
missioner has the power practically to ruin 
any corporation in the State and can force 
any broker out of business by refusing him 
a license, this “word to the wise” was suf- 
ficient to nip the referendary movement in 
the bud. The law goes into effect on July 
27. From and after that date Director Car- 
pahan will be enthroned in a dynasty of 
his own making, supported by a tribute on 
private business that he is empowered to 
levy and collect, ready to reward the good 
corporations that contribute heavily to Pro- 
gressive campaigns, empowered to penalize 
and otherwise harass those that failed to 
“come through.” 

Like all oligarchies, those of Weinstock 
and Carnahan are formed on the represen- 
tation that they are necessary for the “se- 
curity” and protection of private citizens. 
Mr. Carnahan represented to the Legisla- 
ture that the additional powers must be 
granted in order to protect California in- 
vestors from unscrupulous brokers and wild- 
eat stocks from other States. When Mr. 
Carnahan became State Corporation Com- 
missioner three years ago his office became 
so objectionable to California promoters 
that three-fourths of them organized their 
corporations in other States. Then the cor- 
poration commisajoner devised the amended 
law which permits him to exercise the same 
authority over the management of al! cor- 
porations inside the State that the Pres!- 
dent is seeking to have Congress confer on 
Dictator Hoover over food supplies. Hoo- 
ver’s dictatorship is proposéd as a war 
measure: but that of Dictator Carnahan 
is without excuse. When the proposed bill 
was before the Legislature the charge was 
freely made in the lobbies that it was to 
be used in the campaign to secure for Car- 
nahan the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor next year. He was known to be 
sorely disappointed when he was not ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor; the amended 
blue-sky law may furnish him with “the 


goods.” 


GENTLEMAN—AND A DANIFILS. 

Secretary Lane went to the coal op- 
erators and secured a tentative reduction 
in prices of about 40 per cent. until a Fed- 
eral commission could adjust a permanent 
price; and Secretary Lane complimented 
the coal men on their readiness to meet 
the government fairly and without evasion. 
Lo! Then out-stepped. up-spoke one Jose- 
phus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, and 
by threatening confiscation bludgeoned the 
coal operators into a slightly lower—but 
also tentative—price. Secretary Lane prop- 
erly considered Daniels’s action officious 
and discreditable, for as Secretary of the 
Interior the adjudication of coal prices 
came under his jurisdiction more than un- 
der that of the Secretary of the Navy. And 
Secretary Lane appealed to the President 
to support him; but the President said: 
“Shh-hh. Don’t let the people hear that 
there is a quarrel in my Cabinet!” Lane 
is a man so big that Daniels would be lost 
in the toe of his boot; and if the business 
men of the country were treated with the 
fairness and courtesy of Lane there would 
be less friction between the government, 
the people and big business; and if Presi- 
dent Wilson had dared come out in the open 
and rebuke Secretary Daniels (who, with 
threats, had done no more than Lane with 
fair dealing, for a Federal commission will 
also pass on Daniels’s prices) the country 
would be less inclined to feel that Daniels 
is an administration pet.

O COUNTY DIVISION. 

Los Angeles city and county, now and 
forever, one and inseparable! This adapta- 
tion of a famous Union rallying cry of the 
Civil ‘War period epitomizes the opinion of 
the Los Angeles Realty Board as to city 
and county consolidation. Mr. Henry E. 
Huntington, an illustrious member of the 
Realty Board, observes, justly, that “The 
growth of Los Angeles city during the next 
twenty years is something that even the 
optimist may underestimate. If future re- 
sults are to be judged by past perform- 
ances, we may need all of Lod Angeles 
county before that time.” 

County division is condemned with equal 
unanimity. Leaders of the Realty Board 
point proudly to the position of Los Ange- 
les county as it stands today, “the greatest 
producer of wealth from the soil of any 


county in the United States.” Fifty years 


ago the county stood in about the thou- 
sandth place among the counties of the 


nation. Who will be bold enough to pre- 


dict what the record fifty years hence will 
show, provided there is no county division”? 
While it is possible that a present saving 


in taxes might be effected for Los Angeles 
city itself if it were to throw off the bur 


den of building highways for the agricul- 
tural and mountain districts, yet such a 
policy is decried as trading a birthright for 


a mess of pottage. San Francisco once 
cast off a thousand square miles of outly- 
ing districts to secure a consolidated city 
and county. She now feels the urgent need 
of that territoty on which to expand, but 
she is unable to get tt back. Los Angeles 
is warned against a similar folly. 


President Baker of the Automobile Club 


of Southern California protests strongly 
against any proposed division of the county 
for the reason that it would break up what 
he now considers the best good-roads sys- 
tem in the United States. “It is logical to 
guppose that a large system of roads can 
best be cared for and maintained under 
a systematic guardianship of a single or- 
ganization,” urges Mr. Baker. “Cut up this 
system and place parts of the roads under 
several different managements and, even 
though each section were well kept up, the 
whole would lose the splendid unity of 
method and execution which now exists.” 


Judge Willis of the Superior Court of Los 


Angeles county urges that, “The political 
entity of this imperial county should not, 
under any circumstances, be weakened by 
county division.” Judge Willis regards 
county division from a State and national 
viewpoint. He asserts that, “To divide this 
county into two or three separate political 
divisions would weaken our influence in 
Congress, in the Legislature and locally. 
The different counties, with conflicting 
aims, would form alliances elsewhere for 
the purpose of advancing their local inter- 
ests, and the common welfare of the terri- 
tory now composing this great city and 
county would materially suffer.” 


“Would Switzerland give away the Alps?” 


This laconic query sums up the opinion of 
William M. Garland as to the advisability 
of a diememberment, which would place the 
best part of the mountains in a county of 
which Los Angeles city would not be a 
part. Mr. Garland forecasts that there is 
a time coming when the burden of caring 
for the mountains will be thrown by the 
Federal government upon the counties, and 
he urges that, while the remnants of Los 
Angeles county “might make adequate pro- 
vision to protect {ts part of the mountains 
from fire, conflagrations are no respecters 
of boundary lines and would invade coun- 
try well cared for from the area of the nez- 
lected county.” 


Consolidation from the standpoint of wa- 


ter resources, flood control, the harbor and 
the distribution of the Owens River water 
is considered by F. E. Trask in a brief but 
exhaustive argument. From each of these 
viewpoints he arrives at the conclusion 
that county division would be sheer folly. 


In fact, the further the reader delves into 
the brochure of the Realty Board, the more 
be wonders how a question of county di- 
vision could ever have attained sufficient 
importance to receive serious considera- 
tion. Dr. Walter Lindley calls pointed at- 
tention to the fact that Los Angeles city 
and county are wonderfully free from epi- 
demics of all kinds, and he attributes this 
in a large part to the uniform health rules 
and regulations that are in effect in the 
territory contiguous to the city of Los An- 
geles. He asserts that the death rate from 
typhoid fever is the lowest of any commu- 
nity of equal population in the United 
States and urges that no action be taken 
that would tend to disorganize a system 
whose efficiency is written in the results 
achieved. 

“Any plan of city end county consolida- 
tion which does not include the entire 
county as it now exists would be highly 
injurious,” is the opinion of John G. Mott. 
After dwelling upon the present wealth and 
the possibilities for future development of 


the city and county of Los Angeles as a 


harmonious whole, Mr. Mott concludes, 
“Through the prodigality of nature’s gifts, 
the appreciation and industry of its citizen- 
ship, the wonderment of its visitors and the 
continued retelling of its marvelous con- 
ditions throughoyt the civilized world, the 
whole of Los Angeles county as it now ex- 
ists has become the gem county of the 
world from its encircling mountains to its 
widening shore line. Let us preserve it 
intact with all its beautiful traditions, its 
present achievements and its prospects for 
a greater and grander future.” . 


OW OLD IS RUTH? : :

| OUR “BATTLE-HYMN” 


FOR THE ALLIES. 

A larger destiny may await Mrs. 
Howe's “Battle-Hymn of the Repub- 
lic” than that for which it was orig- 
inally written. It has, perhaps by 
accident, the very qualities that fit 
it for an international anthem and it 
expresses just the aspirations that 
all the Allied nations are now fight- 
ing for. Dr. Lyman Abbott points 
out that it is “wholly without local 
color.” Written during the heat of 
battle of the Civil War, neverthe- 
leds— 

“Not only the words ‘slavery,’ ‘se- 
cession,’ ‘rebellion,’ ‘North,’ ‘South,’ 
‘the Union,’ do not occur, but not 
even the word ‘America’ appears. 
This battle-hymn is not merely for 
our republic; it ig for all republics. 
It would be as appropriate today as 


~a national hymn for such democratic 


nations as Russia, France, England, 
Belgium, or Italy as for the United 
States. It ig an international hymn 
of liberty.” 

Its international character, he 
writes in The Outlook, furnishes one 
reason why the hymn might well be 
accepted by us today as a national 
hymn. But there are, he says, also 
other reasons: 

“"The Star-Spangled Banner’ is 
not lyrical poetry, and, while the 
music is stirring when rendered by 
a brass band, it is quite impossible 
for a general congregation. The 
hymn which we sing to ‘America’ is 
distinctly New England in its color. 
‘I love thy rocks and rilis, thy woods 
and templed hills,’ is inappropriate 
on the fertile prairies of Illinois; 
and ‘land of the Pilgrims’ pride’ is 


unfitted to any population in the 


United States outside the original 
thirteen colonies, As the words are 


not national, so the music is not even 


American. It is, I believe, a ques- 
tion whether it is an importation 
from England or from Germany. 
“The Battle-Hymn of the Repub- 
lic’ is equally appropriate in all sec- 
tions of the country; and a’ year in 
which a statue to Gen. Lee is placed 
on the battlefield of Gettysburg and 
dedicated by the President of the 
United States is an appropriate year 
in which to dedicate by spontaneous 
action this noble hymn to a national 
use. It is pervaded by a religious 
spirit, but ls wholly free from sec- 
tarian or theological phraseology. It 
is equally fitted to express the spir- 
itual faith of Roman Catholic and 
Protestant, Jew and Christian, con- 
servative and liberal, and is as beau- 
tiful in its poetic form as it is inspir- 
ing in its elevated and catholic

Device for Administering Ether 
Which does Away with the Ob- 
jectionable After Effects 
is Invented by Glen- 
dale Doctor. 


{LOCAL CORRESPOND NCE. } 
GLENDALE, July 19.—A device 
for administering ether that does 
away with the objectionable after 
effects and will be of world value in 


surgery has been invented by Dr. 
T. Young. 

The appliance, patented about two 
months ago, consists of two metal 
cones, one inside the other, with an 
electrical device between, so ar- 
ranged that when the ether is 
poured into an aperture at the ton, 
and an equal amount of water in the 
other, they are united by electrolysis 
and the result is a warm ether that 
produces the same effect as the ordi- 
nary method, but requires only half 
as much ether and produces com- 
plete anaesthesia in half the time 
ordinarily required. 

Dr. Young believas that the eco- 
nomic feature will be of inestimable 
value to surgery, especially now 
when it is so necessary to conserve 
the world’s supply of drugs. He has; 
tried out his invention at Thorny- 
croft Hospital for the past two 
months with succesa, He finds that 
it does away with vomiting that fol- 
lows the present method of admin- 
istering an anesthetic, and that post- 
operative pneumonia kidney 
trouble are completely eliminated, 
and that the apparatus also makes 
it practical to administer ether to 
children. He also believes that if fts 
use should be confined to Thorny- 
croft and Glendale alone it would be 
worth many thousands of dollars in 
the saving of suffering and the sav- 
ing of ether and time.

CROP SPLENDID. 


Egyptian Product of Salt 
River Valley Good. 


Growers Pay Close Attention 
to Instructions, 


May Realize Five Millions 
from this Acreage. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 15.—The 
Egyptian cotton crop of the Salt 
River Valley generally is reported in 
excellent shape, much better than 
known last year, this largely owing 
to the close attention paid by the 
growers to instructions issued by E. 
W. Hudson, agricultural expert for 
the Southwest Cotton Company and 
the man especially to be credited 
for the development of the pecul- 
larly Arizonan types of the Egyptian 
varieties imported. It is estimated 
that the crop will be worth about 
$5,000,000, all from something over 
30,000 acres. This acreage is only 
a beginning, for the Southwest com- 
pany alone is preparing for the seed- 
ing of 25,000 acres next season, at 
least three times its a this 
year. It ts spending from $4000 to 


$7000 a day in the valley and by 
October expects to be issuing $15,000 
in checks daily. Within the past 
six months it has expended in this 
valley a gross sum of $1,600,000 and 
still has much to do before present 
plans shall have been consummated. 
Construction has been commenced 
on two towns for its employees, most 
of whom are expected to be Mexican. 
One, below Chandler, has been 
named Cotton City. The second, 
west of Phoenix, in the Agua Fria 
Valley, will be known as Fria. 
Each will be bullt around an attrac- 
tive plaza, which will have trees and 
grass, fountains and a dancing pa- 
Vilion. There will be in each «@ 
church, schoolhouse, hospital, thea- 
ter, provision for business houses, 
offices, warehouses and machine 
shops. To one side will be rows of 
neat, cement-plastered adobe houses 
for the workmen, while cottages will 
be provided for the American ad- 
ministration force. It is hoped that 
by these provisions there may be de- 
veloped and kept a steady force of 
skilled workerg.

MOTORISTS 
GO TO FRANCE, 


for Field Service ere 
Sought Here. 


Enlistment Means Immediate 
Trip to Europe. — 


Men to Handle Army's Trains 
are Urgently Needed. 


A recruiting station for the Amer- 
fean~ Field Service in France was 
opened yesterday by Lieut. W. N. 
Reagan in rooms 443-44-45, Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building. . This 
originally was known as the Amer- 
ican Ambulance Service, but, owing 
to the fact that France now is in 
greater need of transportation fa- 
cilities than ambulances, men fa- 


millar with the handling of motor 
cars and trucks are wanted. 

According to Lieut. Reagan, this 
service offers opportunity for men 
to get to France immediately after 
enlisting. It is a special service 
recognized by the War Department, 
although the expenses of recruits 
are not paid by the government. 
Each man enlisting is expected to 
pay his own expenses to France, 
where he will enter the motor train- 
ing school just outside of Paris, and 
then will be taken into the Federal 
service, now under command of Gen. 
Pershing in France. 

To date 1300 Americans are at 
the front in the ambulance service, 
500 are on the way and there are 
700 in the training camp. These 
men are credited with having assist- 
ed 600,000 wounded men, having 
saved 300 lives and returned 150,- 
000 to the trenches. 

France is reported to be sufficient- 
ly equipped with ambulances now, 
and no more ambulance donations 
are being asked for, but there is 
urgent need for men to take in- 
tensive training to become officers 
in the transportation service. 

Lieut. Reagan is opening the first 
recruiting office for the fleld service 
on this Coast, and hopes to send at 
least fifty men a week abroad. He 
represents practically the same serv- 
ice in which L N. Brunswig was 
active here in the earlier stages of 
the war. 

Financial ald also will be sought 
by Lieut. Reagan to help pay the 
way of those who are unable to pay 
the expenses of the trip abroad. Men 
‘from 18 to 43 years of age are ac- 
cepted. | 


FOR WOUNDED AMERICANS. 
(RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, July 19.—Two hundred 
and fifty wounded Americans, mem- 
bers of the British army and navy, 
were entertained today at Holland 
Park by the Red Cross Committee 
for American Soldiers and Sailors. 


Soldiers’ Fears. 

[Toronto Mail and Empire:] It 
is extraordinary what curious fears 
some soldiers have. One fighter al- 
ways dreads that his charcoal fire 
will be destroyed by a shell. He 
always places the burner in the most 
protected part of the trench, but 
remains quite indifferent in regard to 
his own personal safety. 

Another extraordinary fear of a 
Foldier at the front is that of having 
his bootlaces untied. Nothing else 
has terrors for him,: from bayonet 
fighting to asphyxiating gases. But 
he is quite certain that if his boot- 
laces are loose he wil! trip over them 
and break his neck. He always 
examines his laces to see if they are 
properly fastened. Another soldier 
who has been through the thick of 
the fighting is terribly frightened of 
going through a wood, and would 
rather walk miles round it than half 
a mile through it. He has the fear 
that some day a tree will suddenly 
fall and crush hir. 

Many soldiers have a horror of 
losing their identity discs, or of be- 
ing unidentified if they are killed, 
and buried in a nameless grave, One 
man is known to carry little scraps 
of paper in every pocket, giving his 
name and regiment, so that his body 
may be recognized if he is killed.

OUR AVIATORS. 


North Island Teachers Tell of 
Exploits Abroad. 


Pleased with Planes Used by 
the Army Students. 


Say We Con Develop a Craft 
the Equal of Any. 


Lieut. Robert Mairesse of the 
French Flying Corps, who is at the 
North Island aviation school to in- 
struct in aerial combat, yesterday at 
San Diego voiced unstinted praise of 
the members of the famous Lafay- 
ette Escadrille, the American flying 
squadron in France. 

“The Lafayette Escadrille has 
done noble work for France,” said 
Lieut. Mairesse. “No work in the 
air has proved too hazardous for 
these boys, who have been not only 
willing but eager to undertake it, 
The French Flying Corps is 
proud to have such men aligned*with 
it and I hope the time will come 
when the American people will give 
the escadrille the credit it so justly 
deserves.”’ 

Lieut. Mairesse and Lieut. Henri 
Marguisen, both of whom were sent 
by France to the North Island air- 
men, spoke highly of the Curtiss 
type of airplane, now used at North 
Island in training work. These 
Curtiss training planes are as good 
if not better than any type now em- 
ployed abroad, they said. The Cur- 
tiss planes have the speed, the 
stability and the facility of handling 
which almost instantly place the 
student aviator at his ease and give 
him the confidence essential to suc- 
cess. 

Lieut. Marguisen declared there is 
no reason why America should not 
paoduce airplanes with the speed and 
general flying qualities of the Spad, 
the Nieuport and other crack Euro- 
pean fighting aircraft. 

Beginning next week  Lieuts. 
Mairesge and Marguisen will lecture 
on aerial warfare to the University 
of California cadets who are under- 
going flight instruction at North Is- 
land. These lectures will embrace 
every phase of aerial combat, com- 
position and methods of attack of 
bombing squadrons, and general 
fight instruction.

Are these 
acts which could have been foreseen? 

As for suicide, it exists among ani- 
mals. I have been a witness of that 
of a sparrow, captured, caged and 
unable to accustom itself to cap- 
tivity. It committed suicide under

And how shall we regard the fol- 
lowing observation, made, not in the 
world of the higher animals, but in 
that of insects, so different from 
ours? It was in the forest of Fon- 
tainebleau.
